There was no merry twinkle in Til- 
lie’s eye, as Dr. McNally read his re- 
port of the findings on the analysis of 
the three dead men. In the organs of 
Joseph Mitkiewicz the chemist found, 
be said, more than 11.2 milligrams of 
arsenic. The exhumed body of John 
Rustkaksi, husband No. 2, yielded 13.8 
milligrams of arsenic. The third 
spouse, Frank Kupczyk, offered 8 
grains of arsenic. 

In each case, Dr. McNally pointed 
out, tests for arsenic in the soi] sur- 
pounding the grave had been negative. 

‘Turning to the case of Klimek, now 
in the hospital, the witness repeated 
his diagnosis of “arsenic poisoning,” 
and testified to having found a “ large 
amount of arsenic” in tests made on 
the man. 

Tells of Alleged Confession. 

Barlier in the day Assistant State’s 
Attorney Edward J. Lyons testified to 
a confession which, he alleged, Mrs. 
Klimek had made to Him last Oct. 27. 

“JT told Mrs. Klimek in my office,” 
gald Lyons, “that arsenic had been 
found in Klimek and asked her where 
she obtained it. She said she got it 
from Mrs. Koulik, that she took it 
home, put it on some meat, and gave 
it to her husband while he was in a 
semi-intoxicated condition.” 

Over in her chair Mrs. Kiimek looked 
as alone as she was in the big court- 
room. A faraway look in those me- 
chanically alert eyes was either in the 
past, at the scene of the confession, or.

Difference in Values. 

During the first days of the Ruhr 
occupation, before the coal blockade 
was complete, most of the factories 
in the interior of Germany were able 
to stock large quantities. But Dres- 
den, Chemnitz, Leipzig, Munich, Augs- 
burg, Nuremburg, and other factory 
towns in the south are complaining 
bitterly against the new relation be- 
tween the money value and purchasing 
power. 

The Letpzig fair, which opened on 
Monday, has been an utter failure, 
despite the rapid price cutting there. 
Few, if any, large sales have been 
recorded. Leather and shoe manufac 
turers have cut their prices from 30 
to 60 per cent without results. Other 
drops of from 10 to 15 per cent have 
been made, but this big industrial ex- 
hibit, which last year was an over- 
whelming success, can only result in 
failure this year. 

Protest to Berlin. 

The upshot is that manufacturers 
throughout the south have lodged a 
protest against the Reichsbank’s inter- 
vention, which the chancellor prom- 
ised yesterday would continue, asking 
that the mark be permitted to drop 
somewhere near the value at which 
the present prices were set, or that 
the government force food prices down 


wage reduction. 

The latter proposition is meeting 
with extreme opposition on the part 
of the workmen, who are fighting for 
further increases and the stabilizatig¢ 
of wages in all branches of industry. 
The metal workers, for instance, oes 
out the fact that they have been ecarn- 
ing 300,000 marks monthly, while the 
chemical workera, who are in the same 
category, got 650,000 marks.

FINDS TEST FOR 
TUBERCULOSIS 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) 

BERLIN, March 10.—[Tribune Ra- 
dio.}] — Dr. Wassermann, who discov- 
ered the well known syphilis test, an- 
nounced today in an interview with 
German mewspapers that he. had 
worked out a similar blood reaction 
test for detecting presence of active 
tuberculosis germs. The reaction is 
similar to his formef test. 

He treats the tuberculosis bacillum 
with a chemical and then with a fat, 
getting a preparation which gives an 
active reaction only when the biood 
serum is infected with latent tuber- 
culosis germs. 

Dr. Wassermann asserts most humans 
are infected with latent tuberculosis 
from birth, but healthy humans are 
able to throw it off or check its spread, 
keeping the germs from becoming ac- 
tive. He declares one of the greatest 
values of this new test will be to give 
positive assurance as to whether chii- 
dren are infected with latent or active 
tuberculosis germs.

Geologists have placed these lava 
flows at 5,000 to 7,000 years ago. But 
before them two civilizations existed 
during which man progressed, from 4 
very primitive, yet very real. civiliza 
tion, in which he builded cities, had or 
ganized society and government and a 
well-developed religious system, to a 
civilization that would have been re 
markable among any of the ancieni 
civilizations of the. old: world. This 
progress must have taken several 
thousand years,

Death .descended upon these early 
people surely and swiftly.

L. Tao, secretary of the Chinese lega- 
| tion in Mexico, who is an archzlogical 

expert, has recognized ancient Chinese 
hieroglyphics, Mongoloid clothing, 
mandarin figures, and typical Chinese 
faces in the excavations. 

The pottery, neads and faces on the 
walls of temples, sculptures and paint- 
ings on stone tablets of early Mexican 
civilization also are+ pronounced Mon- 
goloid by the authorities quoted. The 
figures and gods are the same as those 
of the early Mongolians, and represent 
fire, sun, water, and mother earth. 


Advances Slow in Past. 

Primitive civilizations advance very 
slowly. There is an immense develop- 
ment from the beginning of the first 
Mongoaloid to the close of the second 
civilizations. It would require hun- 
dreds of years—probably a thousand or 
more. The first civilization advanced 
from the sculpturing of rude, ball-like 
heads, with bulbous, stuck on noses, 
eyes, mouths and ears, to well executed 
figures. Prof. Mena estimates the 
length of this development was from 
2,000 to 3,000 years.

the world. 

Dunes Interest Scientists. 

A few years ago a party of Europ 
ean scientists traveling in this coun- 
try, when asked what points tn Amer 
ica they most desired to see, replied 
“Niagara Falls, Yellowstone park, the 
Grand Cafion, and the sand dunes of 
Indiana.” 

Truly, it would seem that our own 
dune region, like the prophet of oid, 
is not without honor save in our own 
country. But we are beginning to 
know about the wonderland that lies 
at our very door. 

For many years artists ané writers 
have gone there for and have found 
inspiration. Now, when the destruc- 
tion of a large part of the region 
seems inevitable, visitors by the train 
load make daily pilgrimages to dune- 
land to marvei at tts beauty, and to 
wonder why they never knew it before. 

Emblem of Nature's Beauty.

Haughton was both a football and 
baseball star in his college days, being 
captain of the Harvard nine in 1899 
and a crack end on the football team.

Dent Removal. 


Many times small dents can be easily 
removed from fenders by using a wood- 
en mallet instead of a hammer. Many 
light taps are considered better than a 
few heavy blows, and, at the end of 
the stroke, draw the mallet instead of 
giving it a dead on blow. 

After the surface has been drawn to 
almost its original shape then remove 
the tiny dents with a smaller mallet or 
hammer. If there are still some ham- 
mer marks or dents that remain these 
can be filed down even with the rest 
of the surface. Then file the whole 
surface smooth and polish with emery

EADING farmers in McHenry |

ruptcy and has seriously handicapped | 
dairymen and business men in north.- | 
ern Illinois for many years. | 

Wranglings among different groups 
of dairy farmers, bankers, and eattle 
dealers have been the chief interest in 
McHenry county for ten years or more. 
With two cliques of farmers bitterly 
opposing each other—one for and the 
other against a tuberculosis clean-up 
campaign--an almost tragic situation 
has developed. 


Through misunderstanding, lack of .. 


information, and_ selfish © interests, 
which involved thousands of dollars, 
the tension of the situation has grown 
more and more acute, especially during 
the last few weeks. The climax was 
reached a few days ago at Woodstock, 
where a demonstration and a meeting 
were held to prove the effectiveness 
of the tuberculin test used by the 
United States government veterinari- 
ins and to show the economic impor- 
tance of freeing cattle from tubercu- 
losis. 

Five cattle that had reacted to the 
tuberculin test were slaughtered at the 
demonstration and every one of them 
showed visible lesions, verifying the 
test. This first hand information con- 
vineced many farmers, who had refused 
to believe in the eradication work, that 
the test is reliable and worth trying in 
their own herds. 7 

Various dairy authorities and veteri- 
narians in their talks at the Woodstock 
meeting pointed out to the farmers the 
seriousness of McHenry county's prob- 
jem, suggesting ways and means of 
handling it. Among the speakers were 
A. J. Glover, editor Hoard’s Dairyman; 
Prof. H. R. Smith, live stock commis- 
sioner of the National Live Stock ex- 
change; Dr. A. .E. White, assistant 
chief of the bureau of animal industry, 
and Dr. J. J. Lintner, in charge of the 
tuberculosis eradication work in IIi- 
nois. 


Detecting the Disease. 

Previeus to the demonstration state- 
ments had been made by members of 
the “‘anti-group ” to discredit the test. 
In a recent public meeting at Wood- 
stock, Emil Bielke of Seneca strongly 
criticized veterinarians who say they 
can detect a tubercular cow by the use 
of the tuberculin test. “ He believes 
that any man who is a dairyman and 
has lived with the cattle, can tel] when 
he has an animal! infected,’’ according 
to the McHenry County Farm Bureau 
Bulletin. 

“I defy anybody to go into a herd 
and pick out the tuberculous cattle,”’ 
said Dr. Lintner at the Woodstock 
meeting. ‘‘ I want to tell you that any- 
body who says he can is kidding him- 
self.” He told of a herd of 110 cattle, 
tested last August in this state, that 
had eighty-nine reactors. When the 
cattle were slaughtered about 60 per 
cent of the herd went to the tank, and 
“yet, On-foot, that was one of the 
nicest herds I ever saw,” he said. 

Statements recently made by the 
farm adviser, A. J. Gafke, that 60 per 
cent of the cattle in McHenry county 
were infected with tuberculosis, and 
other facts brought out in county 
newspaper articles about the condition 
of dairy herds were branded as ground- 
less and untrue by a committee oppos- 
ing tuberculosis propaganda. Mem- 
bers of the committee included Charles 
Alien, V. S. Lumley, &. 8S. Smith, F. 
H. Wattles, E. F. Bielke and Frank 
Thayer. 3 

Thousands’ Under Test. 

. Before the recent controversy came 
op there were thirty dairy herds, rep- 
resenting more than 1,000 cattle, being 
tested and supervised by the federal 
government in McHenry county. To 
make sure about the information con- 
terning the degree of infection in the 
herds, Dr. Lintner, in his Chicago of- 
fice the other day, picked from his 
files at random reports of seventeen 
herds in that county. 

There were 698 animals and 368 of 
them reacted to the test, indicating 
that more than 50 per cent were in- 
fected. In one of these herds; owned 
»y William Ohlhaver, whose farm is 
near Huntley, 77 out of 78 cattle re- 
acted. On the other hand, in a herd

concerps which advertise formulas and 
devices for evading the Volstead act. 

The legal experts of the bureau had 
before them a large bundle of clippings 
from newspapers in all parts of the 
country—containing advertisements of 
schemes for getting around the pro- 
hibition laws. 

Among the most interesting of these 
advertisements was that of a middle 
western concern which offers to supply 
a formula for “re-naturing” alcohol 
and making it drinkable. Besides the 
formula the concern offers to supply 
Syrups and essences to make the alco- 
bol taste like real gin or rum. 

At the same time, the bureau is mak- 
ing an investigation of hair tonics. 
Some of these tonics are better bever- 
ages than they are hair growers, it is 
hinted, and the bureau is planning to 
require the manufacturers to make 
them less palatable. ,

North to Calvary.

Lights, busses, and wider pavements 
are some of the improvements planned 
for the Howard street district by the 
Howard Street Business Men's associa- 
tion, it was announced last night.

$500,000,000 should be furnished by the | 


war finance corporation this year to 
assist in financing agriculture, accord- 
ing to Senator Capper [Rep., Kas.], 
head of the senate farm bloc, who 
with other members of the senate and 
house held conferences today with Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace and with 
members of the farm loan board. 
The group of agricultural members, 
who are taking steps to see that ag- 
riculture gets sufficient credit while 
the machinery established under the 
new law is being put into operation, 
will confer with directors of the war 
finance corporation on Monday. 
Situation Described as Acute, 
“The farm situation is more acute 
than last year because the codperative 
associations are carrying a heavier 
burden of debt than a year ago,” Sena- 
tor Capper said...“ We think the war 
finance corporation should make all 
the good loans it can through the co 
operative associations. Most of the 
loans made last year have been paid 


off, but they were paid off at the end 
of the crop season and when the cattle 
were marketed. The demand will start 
anew in two weeks. It is my belief 
that between $400,000,000 and $500.,- 
000,000 should be loaned this season.”

Capper included Senators Gooding 
{Rep., Idaho] and Sheppard [Dem., 
Tex.], and Representatives Haugen

If he has ever yet un- 
equivocally indorsed the nationalization 
of rails and mines, it has escaped this 
scrutator. What the most hard boiled 
employers have ever said about Gompers 
is drawing room conversation compared 
to the compliment paid him by the high- 
brows. The big little man is no “ gocial- 
izer.” When he was young—and that’s 
a while ago—he read Marx in the orig- 
inal and doped out that it all amounted 
to a new form of slavery. Before the 
“dictatorship of the proletariat” had 
become a phrase Gompers had an idea 
that social revolutionaries were headed 
to a dictatorship over the proletariat. 
Events vindicated him. | 

In later years, when American settle- 
ment workers and some political pro- 
gressives were so much enamored of Ger- 
man social welfare legislation, Gompers 
saw it differently. Their laudatory books 
now load dusty library shelves. Gom- 
pers then told a story of regimented 
labor, stall fed like the ox, too dull 
sometimes to be miserable, living in 
ordered antiseptic slums with all the ad- 
vantages of a well conducted peniten- 


tiary. 


Gompers’ eslong opposition to social- 
ization and excessive statecraft has now 
been reinforced by active conservative 
revolt in the rail unions, led by William 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Raflroad Trainmen. Following 
speeches at many important railroad 
terminals, in which he paid his re- 
spects to those who have assumed that 
the membership of the rail unions is 
committed to government ownership, the 


March number of the Railroad Train- 
man has this to say: 

“There is no assurance from the mem- 
bership of the organization, as far as we 
know, that they are in favor of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads. The plain 
fact of the matter appears to be, as 
far as we are able to determine, that 
the employés are not so much interested 
in who owns the railways as in the 
more important fact that whoever does 
own them pay a wage that will recognize 
their several occupations as deserving 
an equal or higher rate of pay than is 
allowed to employés of other classes of 
service the value of which cannot be 
compared to railway service ... Until 
whatever proposition is offered for gov- 
ernment ownerships preserves the right 
to strike, the brotherhood, as an or 
ganization, cannot approve the plan.” 

This is an’ open defiance of the group 
of railroad labor lobbyists and paid pub- 
licists at Washington who have been 
carrying on an intensive campaign for 
government ownership, with a presi- 
dential boom for William Gibbs McAdoo 
on the side. 

The labor papers recently noted a judi- 
cial decision in Letpzig which denied the 
right to strike to workers on the Ger- 
man state owned railroads. Two en- 
gineers and a conductor were fined. 
This, from a country with a Socialist 
president, has cooled sentiment for 
Uncle Sam as the raflroad boss, 
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Now comes definite confirmation of 
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the L. BR. Bteel corporation 
that the federal court would be

Swing from the Hips. 

It is important to hold the head 
erect, the back bone straight, the chest 
up, and be sure the body from the 
waist up makes little or no percepiible 
movement. It is important that the 
propelling be done with legs swinging 
from the hips, and that knees be held 
rather rigid, if one would move ina 
manner to add attraction. In addition 
to this, the manner in which the feet 
are set down is of importance. 

When the knees are bent it almost 
naturally follows that the whole foot 
is lifted up with each step, whereas if 
the swing comes from the hips with 


knees slighty iizid this becomes a dif- 
ficult feat. Just try it and see. 

And while you are trying, point the 
toes almost directly front. Many a 
good landscape is ruinea by the ap- 
proach of a pair of feet turned out at 
an angle of 45 degrees, and plus. In- 
cidentally, this is productive of arch 
trouble. which makes a good walk an 
impossible possession. One of the first 
rules of correction in cases of weak- 
ened and strained arches is to teach 
ti.e patient to walk with toes straight 
anead. 

Angle to Be Avoided. 

But perhaps this argument for “ toes 
pointed straight” were better cinched 
with the indisputable claim that it 
makes the foot appear smaller, both 
from front and behind. Really gro- 
te. jue is the effect of a pair of large 
feet turned out at a distinct angle.

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‘SILHOUETTE STRAIGHT WITH VARIATIONS. 
: By Mary Brush Williams. 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 


ARIS. — [Special Correspondence.}] — Latest 
news from the battle front of fashion! The 
silhouette is still straight, but with variations, 

never, however, bouffante. But how dangerous to 
make a statement like the last one! You cannot Say 
“never ’ do anything in Paris, and I shouldn't be 
surprised if, just by way of demonstrating to me my 
audacity in making generalizations, I should see 
something bouffante at the dinner dance I am going 
totonight. That is one of the pleasant and the in- 
expensive features of living in Paris—you can wear 
your own clothes in your own way. But for the 
moment we have no time for niceties and minute 
points of this character, when there are big matters 
to discuss (not implying, of course, that a lady’s sil- 
houette is ever big, except in news value). 

As to this modification of the straight silhouette, 
it comes about in one imstance with insets of ruffles 
up and down the sides of the skirt. In another 
the godet line that I was describing when spring 
motifs were first hinted at is “taking on,” as 
old timers used to say. Do you remember my 
mentioning that Jenny, I believe it was, long before 
her regular opening, launched a skirt with an apron 
across the front of it that rippled round the bottom 
in three godets, one of which came directly in front 
and one on either side, while the back was plain and 
flat? That silhouette is one of the successes. 


Sleeves are long and sleeves are short—and 
crepes are printed. Why mention this? They have 
been for so long, and I understand that not only 
crepes but every other kind of material down to, 
and sometimes inclusive of, kitchen toweling is 
printed at home. 


But of course nothing is as important for the mo- 
ment as the silhouette, and the one generalization 
to offer of it is.to state that it starts straight and 
“ decorates itself ” with insets—insets of stripes go- 
ing in a direction the opposite of the one they take 
throughout the costume, insets of embroidery, of 
something with an Egyptian motif on it perhaps, of 
clusters of plaits or tucks; anything, indeed, that 
can give the fan shaped flare. But always it must 
be separate from the silhouette proper, which 
should be perfectly perpendicular. The rippling 
fect round the bottom of the skirt must be super-

imposed, and the skirt itself not cut circular, but 
straight up and down. For occasions the robe de 
style of Lanvin is gaining over its enemies. 

But it is a sad criticism of the writing industry 
that one little picture will do more to show what a 
writer is driving at than all the words she can 
summon. Here are a few illustrations to show what 
insets and overlaps and draperies are doing to the 
silhouette that is otherwise straight. The first of

the illustrations rather departs from the principal 
rule I gave about making your silhouette conform 
to the outline of the day. This one is cut to give 
the impression of a straight outline with umbrella 
flares on the sides, but the fullness and the straight- 
ness are all of a piece. If you are wise I think you 
will follow my suggestions of putting the fullness 
on extra—unless you happen to have a particular 
genius for cutting, in which case I should take it up

professionally and clear a fortune. I shouldn’t trust 
the person who made the original model of that 
dress on show at the opening to remake it for me. 
After all, the effect is everything we are after, and 
why sacrifice it for a “ stunt trick,” which this par- 
ticular feat of engineering represents? 

What man who remarks, “ That’s a pretty little 
thing,” realizes that the engineering genius of a De 
Lesseps has gone into the excavating and the cut- 


ting of it? At any rate, you see the effect for vour- 
self, and will agree with me, I think, that it is pretty, 
You are at liberty to achieve it how you may. 

Our American Catherine Calvert, by the way, 
wore it. She is playing in London, you know. The 
artist noticed especially that the circular swing of 
the skirt looked so pretty when she was dancing. 
Of course it is tricky and smart to get the effect of 
a circular skirt if you can put on an injured, inno 
cent expression when accused of wearing one and 
say, “ Why, it only looks circular—it is essentially 
and fundamentally straight.” 

This dress is embroidered in crystal beads and 
diamonds on white satin (sounds simple, doesn't 
it’). But who goes in for simplicity at a smart ball 
in London. The English never were long on sim- 
plicity after 6 in the evening, you know. Of course 
you can see for yourself how the bodice operates— 
like harness, with a band round the neck, like a 
horse's yoke, to hold the sleeveless, throatless, the 
almost chestless dress on. 

The second dres shows the charming Madame de 
Lande in a deep red velvet gown done in gold em- 
broidery, and with a skirt consisting of a series of 
panels that overlap on a straight foundation. You 
will observe that the design in the embroidery is a 
wheat pattern. 

The top of a stalk lifts its head proudly along the 
bottom of each panel, and other less brilliant tops— 
that doubtless were raised on ground not so rich— 
slant across the draped belt. The dress combined a 
certain regal quality with another certain note of 
extreme simplicity, as if producer and wearer were 
so accustomed to themselves that they could get 
large effects without calling in much outside aid in 
the way of heavy garnishments or tricky line. You 
will observe that it bows to the convention of the 
straight silhouette modified, 

One sees a lot of flaring circular cut coats. The 
one shown herewith is worn with a white plaited 
skirt, which you can see peeping out from under it 
and preserving the straight silhouette modified. The 
coat is of yellow kasha with trimming of black 
braid on lapels and cuffs. It has a black fur collar. 

The fourth model represents a good type of res- 
taurant dress with its three storied skirt, which 
maintains a straight line but slightly modified. It 
is of blue black velvet beaded in oriental colored 
embroidery. Note how absolutely sleeveless it is! 
The fur round the. throat and supplementing the 
embroidery as shoulder straps is black skunk.

For apple salads, for frozen salade | 
and for use by those people who think | 
they do not like oil—almost in every 
case because they have had it in poorly 
manipulated dressings—the following 
has been often recommended here: 

Beat one whole egg slightly, add to it 
one cup of sour cream, two tablespoons | 
of vinegar, one teaspoon of gelatin 
which has been soaked for five minutes 
in one tablespoon of cold water, once 
teaspoon of sugar or none, one tea- 
spoon of salt, one-fourth teaspoon of 
mustard or none-—some people dislike 
it in fruit salads and dietitians reject it 
—and a tiny bit of cayenne pepper or 
none. The seasonings, you see, may be 
varied considerably. 

Try each item mentioned, for once, 
then suit yourself thereafter by expert 
ment. Cook these ingredients until the 
whole thickens. This may be thinned 
with mashed strawberries and whipped 
eream for a pink salad dressing. 

Thousang Island Dressing. 

The general rule for mixing a Thou- 
sand Island dressing is to thin a may- 
onnaise a half—a thick dressing may |:

HOUGH much is said nowadays 
about the elimination of the din- 
ing room or its consolidation with 
' . the living room, circumstances 
exist under which it is imperative to 
éling to the old order and to have a 
toom which will serve for use at meal 
times exclusively. If the family is 
émall or consists entirely of grown 
ple, who may choose to have their 
meals at irregular hours, a dining 
foom is not an absolute necessity. But 
When the family inciudes a number of 
ghildren, there naturally must be an 
éstablished time and place for the 
service of the meals. 
’ The practical dining room should 


contain only such furniture as is neces- 
. Objects which are in no way 
gonnected with the usual functions of 


the dining room create confusion. The 


— should not be associated with 
eas which are foreign to its purposes. 
If there is, during the meal, a constant 
nsciousness of the fact that the 
children must do their studying on 
the table, or that the sewing must be 
laid out on it as soon as possible, a 
tushed feeling mars the peace and 
comfort which are so essential to com- 
plete enjoyment.

..The lighting of the dining room 
seems to be a perplexing probiem. 
omes, great heavy glass cnes or any 
other of the species, have long since 
gone out of use. The best arrange- 
mMient is to have side lights, and to 
have lighted candles If 
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this is not practical, an electric drop, 
with bulbs and fixtures concealed by 
an appropriate shade, : advisable. In 
some rooms, provided they are not too 
small, an electric candie chandelier is 
correct. 

When it is preferable to have the 
dining and living room combined, it 
is well to have the chairs differ, under 
the restrictions already mentioned. 
The table, in such cases should be 
drop-leafed or gate-legged, so that be- 
tween meals it may be folded and 
placed against a wall spaee reserved 
for the purpose. If there be a group 
of winddws, it is pleasant, especially 
in warm Weather, to have the table 
set there. It is better, in such a room, 
to use a console table in lieu of a side 
board. <A recessed fireplace with a 
built-in Bench and cushions at each 
side ig an interesting feature for a 
dining living room. 

The color scheme should be of 
tones to give an appearance of 
harmony. A gv.od combination wou'd 
be rose and soft gray. The walls might 
be gray, with a pinkish cast—the rug 
a deep gray, the glass curtains rose 
silk gauze, and the over drapes of a 
material with a satin stripe in ros?

Another room which is striking has 
a floor covering of bright henna, al- 
most vermilion, and the black and 
white enameled chairs are upholster+1 
in leather a shade lighter than the 
floor covering. The table cloth is 
white, and in the center:there is a low 
wrought iron table lamp, with a shade 
which matches the chairs in colors.

A two toned taupe rug completely cov- 
ered the floor. 

In the reom illustrated today the 
rush bottomed chairs have extra cush- 
ions of deep crimson velvet, weighi J 
at the corners with heavy, black si-< 
tassels, thrown loosely across the 
seats. These touches of deep, full 
ec:or give the necessary note =.-f 
v.urmth to the room. Pleasing h_r- 
mony is attained by combining the 
rough, natural finished, sand plastered 
walls with the wrought iron bases of 
the dining ta’: and cousole. ITs 
cinatingly interesting is the old, con- 
vex mirror wuich hangs above the 
console. The rich red of the chair 
cushions is repeated in the velure 
portiere at the doorway. 


Answers to Queries.

Like all popular things, the fad died 
down after a few Years, and not until 
five or six years ago did the fancy vest 
show any signs of coming into its 
former favor.

The low stone apet that borders 
this road has a top of hollow tiles 
through which gushes and burbles a 
continuous stream of water fed by 
mountain springs.

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Arithmetical and geometrical idea of a line. 


WHY FIGURING IS HARD. 


ANY people regari arithmetic as 

a sort of a fetish, a system to be 

believed in the face of every- 

thing, a something that cannot 

lie. To be sure, arithmetic is better 

than counting on the fingers or on a 

Chinese abacus board, but a mathema- 

ticlan does not have to go far to find it 
hopelessly inadequate. 

Arithmetic takes us its fundamental 

tenet the axiom thaf there are num- 
bers. You know them—they are the 
old familiar 0,1, 2, 3, 4, 5.6, 7,8,9. It 
takes care of parts by fractions, which 
imply a breaking, as %, which means 1 
divided by 2. 
- Multiples are usually based on the 
system of 10. To find a value greater 
than 9 it is necesasry to multiply by 10 
and perhaps other numbers as well. 
These numbers which constitute a 
number are called factors. Twenty- 
four has four factors, 2, 2, 2, and 3. 
Sometimes the factors are as large as 
the number itself, as 3,5,and 7. Some- 
times tens or even hundreds are multi- 
plied in. -Thirteem and 29 are simple 
examples. 

When scientists began studying 
geometry, however, they found that 
numbers were totally unnecessary; in 
fact, were a nuisance... One cémputer 


solved a complicated problem of the 
moon's motion without the aid of a 
single figure. 

Geometry consists of lines, planes, 
and solids doing various things. The 
fundamental 
mathematics is the point, which is so 
small that it has no number. As a 
point travels it generates a path or 
ling. A line moving generates a plane, 
while a plane moving carves out a 
solid. The paths taken by the genera- 
tor of a geometrical figure also move 
by geometry. 

A hichly magnified view of the arith- 
metical idea of a line would be a string 
on which were a lot of beads, named | 
1, 2, 3; 4, &. etc. The beads, 
system, make the line. But, as doe! 
can see, they do not. They only mark | 
it. The string would be there even gf 
there were no beads for miles around 

The human race is most conservative 
in its ideas of counting. A Frenchman 
cannot count above 80 without bring- 
ing in the idea of the number of his 
fingers and toes, the score. 

The reason why higher mathematics 
is so hard and so cordially hated by 
most students is because it tries to ap- 
ply the idea of arithmetic and number 
to truths that have nothing of the 

nature of the string of beads or Gngers | 
and thumbs at all.

All men love a horse that know a horse.

AM sitting on the top board of a six 

barred fence. Something proud, clad in 

brown satin—or a shade of brown that 

horsemen ¢all “ hard chestnut ”—is danc- 
ing before me. His consciousness — ob- 
vious enough but not oppressive — that 
he represents half a million dollars’ worth 
of health, symmetry, speed, and breed- 
ing, of powers, in short, unparalleled in 
the annals of the turf, appears to render 
him not so much arrogant as exultant. Now 
he is statue-posing, eyes intent on far hori- 
zone of pasture and woodland; now snuffing 
through nostrils like flaring pipes forty miles 
of fresh air, seeming to want it all; now off— 
alert as some feline creature—cat or pan- 
ther—szeeming sometimes not to touch the 
ground. Now listening, and I wonder to 
what. Belike to the rush of the wind over 
the bluegrass. Forelock and mane like corn- 
silk ‘before sun and frost have touched it 
dark. With head up he imperiously tosses 
those adornments about and grandly surveys 
his demesne. 

I sit on the top board of the six barred 
fence many minutes—perhaps an hour—and 
every minute has its special interest—ankles, 
for example, delicate as a well-born wom- 
an’s, and that noble breadth between the 
eyes which spells courage—the courage of 
the thoroughbred, which is the courage not 
of creatures that kill but of creatures that 
die before they will falter. 

My theater today is the heart of the blue- 
grass and my entertainer the glory of the

I don’t reckon there is such a thing 
as too much water—using horse sense about 
it, of course. 

“ Horses especially love to cat the grass 
when the sun’s on it, and they love to see 
each other. That last is a great thing for 
keeping them in health and spirits.”
